Export Still More Sugar From 
Canada Despite Home Shortage 


Board of Commerce Orders That No More Shipments Be Made | 


Outside of Dominion and That the Refiners Must Dispose of | 
Product Without Unduly Raising Prices—Investigation Will Be)

OTTAWA, Aug. 29.—The board of 
commerce has taken action to control 
sugar prices by restraining and pro- 
hibiting certain parties from disposing 
of sugar in such a way as is calculated 
to unfairly enhance its cost. They are 
particularly restrained from exporting 
sugar out of Canada, It was stated 
at the office of the board today that 
this action was taken in view of ex- 
cessive and unfair prices charged for 
sugar, and also because large quant!- 
tles are being or are threatened to be 
exported from Canada, notwithstand 
ing the urgent need for !{t in the do- 
minion, The board will hold an in- 
vestigation in Montreal early next 
week to consider generally the supply 
and prices of sugar, and the effect on 
the community of the threatened ex- 
port of this commodity.

How to Preserve Fruit 
Without Sugar 


To put up fruits without sugar, simply 
prepare them in the ordinary way; see that 
the jars are perfectly clean, thoroughly 
scalded with boiling water, filled to the top 
and left in them a considerable time; boil 
the rubbers and covers. and see that the 
rubbers are soft and free from grooves or 
cracks; place the fruit tn the jars, fill with 
cold water, place them in a boiler filled 
with cold water, beat to the boiling point. 
Berries will do if removed when the boiling 
point ts reached. large fruit, such as 
peaches, pears, plums, cherries, and the 
like, should get 20 to 30 minutes’ boiling. 
A board should be placed at the bottom of 
the boiler to keep the jars from the direct 
heat of the stove. Fruit thus prepared will 
be found excellent for pies, delicious for 
eating with cream, and, generally superior 
to the sugar-syrup preserves, In properly 
air-tight jars they will also keep quite as 
long. Of course, sugar will eventually have 
to be used in preparing the fruit for the 
table, but much less is required to swoeten 
lo taste after cooking.

It will be useless to postpone purchases 
of fruit in the hope that later on you will be 
able to secure sugar.

This 
time, however, may be beaten by Lieut, 
Daniel P. Gisha, who made the flight 
from here to Toronto, according to 
unofficial estimates, 210 minutes. If 
he succeeds in equalling this time on 
his return flight he will have lowered 
Maynard's record. 

Col. Harold E. Hartley, believed to 
have a chance to better Lieut. May- 
nard’s time, is practically out of the 
jrace, having landed at Syracuse be- 
cause of propellor trouble. 

None of the military aviators are 
competing for $10,000 money prizes, 
their flight being made for the pur- 
pose of determining the reliability of 
larmy planes. The best speed record 
made by a civilian aviator is that of 
Rohland Rholfs, who accomplished | 
the round trip, according to unofficial 
computations in about 490 minutes 
The race will end tonight at midnight, 
the finishing time having been extend- 
ed 24 hours at the request of the war 
department, according to a statement 
made by the American Flying Club 
lofficials. It will be necessary for all 
lcontestants to arrive at either Roose- 
velt Flel@ or Toronto by midnight in 
order to qualify him for the prizea.
